A TAX ON THRIFT. 

The conditions existing in New 
Zealand are shown in the following 
interview in the Toronto Globe with 
Mr. Thomas Fleming a leadi:g mil- 
ler and grain merchant of Invercar- 
gill, N. Z., wao recently visited Can- 
ada : 

“In every other country, England, 
Scotland, Ireland, Canada and ihe 
United States, I find that every in- 
ducement is given to people willing 
to start local industries of any 
kind, whereas in Nsw Zealand, per 
contra, every obstacle is thrown in 
your way. Take, for example, the 
railway department. In New Zea- 
land, if you wish to start a manu- 
facturing establishment of any kind 
you have first of all a tremendous 
up-hill fight to get the siding grant- 
ed to your mills or mantiiucturing 
establishment. Then you have to 
pay every cent that the siding costs, 
the railway department reserving the 
right to pull up that siding at any 
time and take away al! the material 
for which you have paid. Then they 
charge you a rentul of £50 per an- 
num for the siding that you have 
paid for. In addition to all that 
you have to guarantee before get- 
ting the siding. Yven the local bod- 
ies tax us unduly. for instance, in 
our own town the = corporation 
charge us for the water we pulp 
out of a running river for our boui- 
ers and condenser and afterwards re- 
turn to the stream. 

“Compulsory arbitration is simply 
a gigantic failure. The papers” are 
full of nothing else. The work of the 
judge is far in arrears and general 
dissatisfaction exists. This govern- 
ment rolled in on the labor troubles 
and strikes and have kept the pot 
boiling ever since. 

“The old-age pensions are a great 
drain. The recipients are not bound 
to contribute to the fund; so long as 
they keep clear of the jail they get 
it if they have saved nothing. If peo- 
ple have saved anything they do not 


get it. It is simply a premium on’ 
thriftlessness, a tax on thrift. New 
Zealand last year did not increase 


in population 2,000 against Canada's 
increase of 70,000. ‘There is abso- 
lutely no inducement given to Buro- 
peans to settle there. There is no 
sign of improvement from _ present 
conditions, and I am _ going back 
with a firm resolve that if I can 
leave the country I will do so after 
40 years, as I think Canada or Am- 
ica,hold out so much better induce- 
ments to people to get along.”’ 

In speaking of the railway rates 
on the government railways in New 
Zealand, Mr. Fleming said that he 
found that grain can be carried from 
Chicago or Manitoba and thence 
across the Atlantic to Britain at as 
small a cost as it can be carried 
in New Zealand on the government 
railways 500 miles. He approved of 
the government ownership of rail- 
Ways as they had it in New Zealand 
formerly, when the railways were 
under the control of an independent 
board of commissioners but the 
present government abolished that 
board and assumed direct control of 
the railways with bad results. 


FADING OF BUTTER. 


How the Genuine Article May Lose 
Its Attractiveness, 

This Is the season of the year when 
butter fades in the market and loses 
piuch of its bright yellow, attractive 
appearance, writes William Conway in 
the Boston Cultivator. Merchants are 
considerably bothered with this sud- 
den change in the butter, and it some- 
times causes them loss as well as the 
producer. The cause of this loss of 
color is not always easily ascertained. 
It was supposed at one time that faded 
butter was simply artificially colored 
butter, losing its coloring matter added 
after churning, but this is not necessu- 
rily true. Some pure butier that has 
been made without any artificial color- 
ing seems to bleach out almost the col 
or of clean tallow. Naturally butter 
thus bleached out does not sell well. 

The cause of this is partly due to the 
poor handling of the butter, It !s uec- 
essary to keep all the butter at a low 
temperature in summer to make it 
keep, but in transferring it from cold 
storage to the store this temperature 
is frequently changed quite violently. 
The sudden change causes the butter 
to undergo a chemical change in ex- 
treme instances. It is not at all un- 
likely that this causes the color to 
change also and produce the bleached 
out appearance. The greatest care in 
handl’ng butter in hot weather is just 
as urgent on the part of commission 
merchants as the farmer. Without 
doubt a good deal of the spoiled butter 
that sells down at nominal prices is 
due to the carelessness of the shippers 
and city merchants. On the other 
hand, this should not release the mak- 
ers from responsibility, for niuch of 
the poor butter is due to slovenly 
methods of the farmer. Bleached out 
or faded butter may be eaused by the 
lack of the proper incorporation of the 
salt in the mass. If the salt Is not 
thoroughly worked through every part 
of the butter there will be some of It 
that will become rancid. This rancidi- 
ty in a very small part of the butter 
will spread and in time cause the 
whole mass to undergo a chemical 
change. <A peculiar tallow or greasy 
flavor develops, and the natural yel- 
low of the butter fades to a pale, sick- 
ly hue that is very unprepossessing. 
In extreme cases, where a high or sud- 
den change of temperature hastens the 
process of degeneration, the butter 
may become almost worthless on ac- 
count of its appearance. The sale of 
first class butter depends as much up- 
on its looks as upon its acthal taste, 
It is consequently essential to guard 
against anything that will make the 
mass lose its color and bright, at- 
tractive appearance.

THE “MEDICINE SWEAT” THAT MAKES 
THE RED MAN CLEAN. 


It Is His Turkish Bath, So to Speak. 
and It Is to Him a Rite, Both Phys- 
jeal aad Spiritual —Mexing Medi- 
cine to the Grent Spirit. 


Few, if any, of the writers on the 
habits, folklore and history of the 
American Indian have devoted any 
space to the red man’s Turkish bach, 
an institution Lomemade, to be sure, 
but a recognized necessity in every 
camp and a feutire of the daily life « 
the Indian, On the contrary, cor 
mentators have conveyed the jimpres 
sion that habits of cleanliness are for- 
eign to the Indian and that he has an 
inborn aversion to water except for 
culinary purposes, 

By the avidity and frequency with 
which the Indian indulges in his home 
made Turkish bath he proves the fal- 
lacy of this belief and shows that he, 
as well as his white brother, can live 
up to the precept “Cleanliness is next 
to godliness,” only in the practice the 
Indian puts cleanliness first. 

The term Turkish bath is unknown 
to the Indian. He calls that method of 
ablution a “medicine sweat.” It is to 
him a rite both physical and spiritual, 
for he cleanses his person and then 
“makes medicine” to his Great Spirit. 
That the rite is religiously observed 
was shown by a band of Brule Sloux 
Indians, who made a journey across 
the continent to the east and went Into 
encampment in, to them, a strange 
land, 

On their arrival, even before they 
raised their tepee poles, they erected a 
“medicine sweat” tent. The framework 
of this tent is of hoop poles so trained 
that it is about nine feet in diameter, 
four feet high, flat topped and almost 
circular in form. 

Just within the framework there Is a 
bedding of straw about two feet wide, 
and in the center of the tent there isa 
whole in the ground about three feet in 
diameter and three feet deep. There 
are no steam vents or pipes, no marble 
slubs, no rubbers and no sheets. When 
the Indian ts ready for his “medicine 
sweat” a number of stones or rocks 
are heated to almost white beat and 
dumped into the hole in the ground, 
Then the red men, 20 or 25 of them, in 
a costume even scantier than Adam’s 
after the fall, range themselves upon 
the straw. They sit mummy fashion, 
their chins’ on their knees and their 
arms around their shins, packed so 
close together that even if they would 
they could not move. 

When they are all ready, blankets, 
skins and canvas are thrown over the 
framework until the tent is almost air- 
tight, two or three buckets of water 
are passed in and thrown upon the hot 
Stones and the “medicine sweat" be- 
gins. The moment the steam begins to 
rise the Indians begin a chant, which 
is kept up without interruption until 
the sweat is over. Packed together, 
enveloped in steam so thiek that none 
ean see his neighbor, the Indians sit, 
singing and perspiring for an hour or 
more. Not an Indian moves. He 
neither can nor wants to. 

At a signal from the chief or the 
medicine man a section of the tent is 
torn away, and with a beave and a 
whoop all the bucks make pellmell for 
the water, A run and a jump, and in 
they go. It Is just as much sport for 
the oldest warrior as for the boy who 
has not yet won Lis war bonnet. Gnee 
more on land, the Indian, having per- 
formed a duty he owes to bimself and 
his neighbor, is ready to “make wedi 
cine.” This is always done after the 
“inedicine sweat’—in fact it is part 
and parcel of the ceremony, for it Is 
regarded as a ceremony, 

The Indian, clean in person and at 
this moment, comimuntor 
with the God of bis fathers, supp: 
to be equally clean of mind and gruile- 
less of soul, now proceeds to the high- 
est point of land in the vicinity of the 
camp, thus getting as neur to the 
Great Spirit as it is possible to do while 
on earth, On the way he guthers up a 
little soil, a stray leaf, some old tobacco 
quids, a dead fly or bug or two—in fact 
anything which may be deemed refuse, 
for he is about to convey to the Great 
Spirit that he has cleansed his person 
and that all things unclean bavye goue 


before his 


trom him, 

These things that he has gethered he 
places in a piece of white clotu, which 
in turn fs fastened to the end of a long 
stick, The other end of the stick ig 
thrust into the ground at the top of the 
bill or knoll, and the good Indian has 
made medicine. Two days seldom pass 
without the repetition of this cere- 
mony. It never varies. The scene may 
change, the Indian may wander to new 
lands or be driven to them, but where 
he is there also Is bis “medicine sweat” 
tent and there be “makes medicine,”

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TRUE GHOST STORIES. 


4n English Admirnl Who Saw H 
Son's Apparition, 

I know of a distinguished admiral who 
Was reading the paper one day when he 
suddenly exclaimed, “I, have just seen 
—,’’ naming his son, who was a lieu- 
tenant in the navy on the West African 
station. “He is on shore, being carried 
by sailors. He is very ill or dying, and 
he is wearing a marine’s cap.”’ It was 
afterward shown that his son, who was 
on some expedition on shore, had been 
suddenly struck down with fever and at 
the time in question was being carried by 
sailors and, what was more strange, he 
had some time before lost his own cap 
and was wearing such a cap as his father 
had seen, which he had borrowed from a 
marine. 

Of these stories there are a great many. 
One of the best authenticated of them is 
the incident in which Captain Sherbroke 
of the Thirty-third regiment, afterward 
General Sir John Cope Sherbroke, “and 
Lieutenant George Wynward of the 
same regiment were concerned. One aft- 
ernoon in 1785, when they were with the 
regiment in Canada, they were both sit- 
ting together in Wynward’s quarters. 
It was about 4 o’clock. They had both 
dined, but neither had taken wine. The 
room they sat in had two doors, one open- 
ing into a passage, the other into Wyn- 
ward's bedroom. 

The only way into the sitting room was 
the door from the passage, and the only 
way into the bedroom was through the 
sitting room. The two officers were read- 
ing some military subject together, hav- 
ing left mess early to pursue their studies, 
Sherbroke, happening to look up from his 
book, observed a tall youth of about 20 
years of age, whose appearance was that 
of extreme emaciation. Struck with the 
appearance ef a perfect stranger, he 
turned (* uls friend and directed his at- 
tention to the guest who bad broken into 
thelr studies. As soon as Wynward saw 
the mysterious stranger he became very 
agitated. “I never,’ Sir John Sherbroke 
used to say in telling the story afterward, 
“saw a living face assume the appearance 
of a corpse except Wynward’s at that 
moment.” “Good God,” Wynward ex- 
claimed, “it is my brother!” The stranger 
seemed tu go into the bedroom. They 
followed him and found that there was 
no one there. They took note of the hour 
and day. When the mail came from 
home, there was a letter to Sherbroke 
from a mutual friend asking him to break 
to Wynward the news that his favorite 
brother was dead, He had died on the 
day and at the very hour on which Wyn- 
ward und his friend had seen his spirit 
pass through the apartment. 

There is one point that occurs to one on 
reading this story. Did the young man 
dic in England at 4 o’clock in the after: 
noon on the day in question or did he die 
at the hour that the clock would have 
pointed to in England when it was 4 p. 
m. in Canada? Ina good many of these 
stories the difference of time at different 
parts of the world seems to be ignored. 
The stery, however, seems to have plenty 
of evidence to rest on. It was published 
in 1823 by Mr. Jarvis in his ‘Accredited 
Ghost Stories,” and there is a note to the 
effect that a relation of Wynward's had 
read it ahd stated that in all important 
circumstances it was strictly true. Then 
the author says that Sir John Sherbroke 
often told the story, and Sir John lived 
for some five years after the book was 
published. In a discussion In “Notes 
and Queries” a writer who scems to bave 
known the family bears witness to the 
correctness of the story. One important 
point is that after the apparition had been 
seen and before the news had come out 
Wesnward and Sherbroke spoke freely to 
their brother oflicers of what they had 
seen.
